\ study of renal function during the course of acute infectious hepa 
is Was prompted by the possibility that the previously observed lack 
of correlation of bilirubinuria with the level of bili ubinemia was due to 
a change in the functional capacity of the kidneys to excrete bilirubin 
during the different stages of hepatitis. Studies of liver and kidney 
function were made Preque ntly before, during and after the onset of 
infectious hepatitis. Renal function was followed with Addis counts 
and urea clearance determinations Hepatic funetion was measured by 
a battery of liver function tests,

The authors deseribe a case which occurred during the 1947 epidemic 
of poliomyelitis in England and in which considerable difficulty in diag 
nosis Was experienced owing to the unusual clinical presentation, 

The patient, a man of 25 years, was admitted to hospital with a 
pyrexial illness of six days duration in which headache, tremors and 
blurring of vision were prominent symptoms. On the day of admission 
to hospital he was found by his relatives to be unable to move, to be 
generally rigid rather than flaceid and, although conscious and suffering 
from no respiratory or pharyngeal dysfunetion, to be unable to speak. 
Examined in hospital on the same day he was found to have a fine tre 
mor of the hands and only moderate neck and hamstring rigidity. 
There was fine nystagmus. There was apparently full power in all 
musele groups but action was slow, stiff, jerky and apparently uncoordi 
nated. Passive movements revealed a general rigidity and tonic spasm. 
The facial muscles were involved in the general hypertonicity. Com 
mands were obeyed incompletely and with great diffieulty and delay in 
execution. Aphasia was apparently complete. All tendon reflexes were 
present. There was a doubtful Babinski on the right. Respiratory and 
pharyngeal function was unaffected. 
Consciousness was slowly lost and completely 48 hours after admis 
sion The tonic igility persisted, and death occurred on the eighth day 
of illness.

Streptomycin is an antibiotic which is preferably administered intra 
museularly. It is not absorbed from the gastrointestinal tract and its 
oral administration is only useful for its local action in the intestine. 
Inhalations have slight value. It is effective against many cram-nega 
tive and some positive organistis, against streptomvein sensitive 
organistus not affected by penicillin, and to an undetermined extent in 
tuberculosis, leprosy, yonorrhea and pertussis It is not effective 
uvainst typhoid or paratyvphoid fever or other Salmonella infections, 
amebie dysentery, malaria, rheumatic fever, undulant fever, virus, 
mould and fungal infections, or syphilis, 

It has been shown to be valuable in the treatment of tuberculosis, 
being the prefer red drug in the treatment of general hematogenous or 
miliary tuberculosis, ulcerative tracheobronchial tuberculosis, tuber 
culous pharyngitis and laryngitis, tuberculous enteritis and peritonitis, 
and draining cutaneous sinuses.

Fifty 
of the patients were given initial doses of 4 Gm., then placed on one of 
three dosage schedules as follows: 1) 1 Gm. every four hours (day and 
night); 2) 1 Gm. every six hours, and 3) 1 Gm. every eight hours. In 
no instance was a blood level of less than 5.0 mg.°% obtained. It was 
found that the maximum blood levels in patients receiving 1 Gm. every 
four hours exeeeded 15 mg.‘e in over 50° of the eases. Blood levels 
between 10 and 15 my.c were obtained in slightly over 60° of the 
patients receiving the drug every six hours, and 1 Gm. of the drug 
mixture every eight hours resulted in levels between 5 and 10 mg.% in 
most of the patients treated. 

In 15 of 21 patients studied whose blood levels were within the 
thi raye utic range, the day treatment was stopped, the level fell to 2 
me.°> or less in two days or less. Five patients with normal renal 
funetion were given single 4 Gim doses. Five of the patients showed 
significant blood levels within four hours, and all 5 still had significant 
levels at twelve hours although the levels began to drop off in 4 of the 5 
patients in eight hours.

Severe cases of psittacosis are usually ill two to four weeks and the 
prognosis is uncertain, extensive pulmonary involvement in the old tend 
ing to have a high mortality.

Best 
results are obtained if it is used with a therapeutic pneumothorax, Both 
treatments are suppressive and both aid natural healing processes. 
Streptomycin 2 Gm. daily itt divided doses mas be used in advanced 
pulmonary tuberculosis with imminent danger of canalicular spread of 
infection until the disease becomes somewhat stabilized. Daily dosage 
mav be reduced to 1 Gm. daily for less acute cases and soon further 
reduced to 0.5 to 1.0 Gm. given 2 or 3 times a week to obtain a sustained 
suppressive effect. Use of this method in a group of 34 patients showed 
that most patients were ready for the interrupted schedule in three or 
four weeks. Results with this method were not as dramatic as with a 
dose of 2 Gm. daily but, as the primary concern was with the eventual 
effect of the antibiotic, the results were considered sufficiently wood to 
warrant extended trial. Recent reports of results obtained with 1 Gm. 
daily doses on an interrupted schedule indicate that best results in the 
treatment of advanced tuberculosis with streptomyein are obtained by 
its administration for months rather than weeks.

The Treatment of Faleiparum Malaria with Intramuscular Chloroquine.

Kight patients with falciparum malaria aequired in Africa were 
treated with 0.2 em. of (Chloroquine base in 5 ce of sterile unbuffered 
aqueous solution. There was rapid clearing of parasites from the pe 
ripheral blood, and only two patients had any asexual forms remain 
ing in blood smear prior to the administration of oral chloroquine 
2 to o days later. These two patients had counts of only 30 and 60 
ring forms per cu. mm., and it is likely that their smears would have 
become negative also if further therapy had been delayed. The intra 
muscular chloroquine had no apparent effect on the gametocytes. 

The clinical response of the eight patients was also very striking. 
All of them became afebrile in one or two days and were markedly im 
proved subjectively. None of the patients was critically ill and their 
initial parasite densities were not particularly high No local nor 
systemic toxic effeets from the intramuscular chloroquine were observed.

In Feer’s 
disease the anammnesis will nearly always disclose some form of mer 
curial therapy. Children failing to react to calomel therapy with diar 
rhea absorb the calomel and are thus more disposed to develop symp 
toms. Very young children and infants are especially susceptible, and 
there isa high incidence of reaction to mercurial therapy also in allergie 
children or in children in allergie families. Patients with Feer’s disease 
may show a marked vegetative lability even vears after the treatment 
has been ended 

Good results in the treatment of Feer’s disease have been obtained 
by the use of BAL (British anti Lewisite) in other countries but did not 
vield good results in the series here under discussion. Clinically fleeting 
transitions to poly radieuliths have been observed, sugvesting that the 
latter may also be due to mereury intoxication. Two cases of lipoid 
nephrosis following administration of calomel have been reported. For 
this reason it is urged that other less harmful vermifuges be employed.

Ventricular Strain and Ventricular Hypertrophy. David Littmann, 
VoD...

Ventricular strain is an abnormal and unbalanced state of myo 
cardial physiology which obtains when stresses or work exceed cardiac 


reserves. This may occur with unusual increases in ventricular pres 


sure as in cor pulmonale or with diminished reserves as in coronary 
artery inadequacy. Electroeardiographic changes consisting of ST 
depressions and T wave inversions accompany strain. These are ap- 
parently related to altered myocardial physiology and are reversible, 
Alterations in cardiac position resulting from associated ventricular 
dilation are also refleeted in the electrocardiogram. 

Hypertrophy, which results from chronic or repeated strain he 
comes electrocardiographically manifest by enlargement of the QRS 
complexes in height or duration. Although hypertrophy is sometimes 
present without strain (as in rare instances of hypertension) they gen 
erally occur together and are considered to be present when the QRS 
eon plexes sure abnormally large, ST seginents are depressed and the 
Waves are asvinmetrically inverted. These alterations occur over the 
appropriate ventricle, V1, 2 and 3 in disease of the right ventricle, Vo 
and 6 in left ventricular involvement. Right ventricular strain is seen 
in acute or chronic pulmonary heart disease. Moderate degrees of right 
ventricular hypertrophy cannot be determined from the electroeardio 
erat, probably because of the still more massive left ventricle Exten- 
sive right hypertrophy, however, is easily identified by the presence of 
tall R waves and invested T waves over the right ventricle leads. Left 
ventricular strain is apparently encountered only in individuals with 
coronary inadequaey, frequently during angina pectoris. Left hyper 
trophy with strain is found in all conditions involving the left ventricle 
or its valves, Occasionally a pattern of left ventricular strain is seen 
to appear in patients with primarily left ventricular disease who are 
recovering from congestive (right ventricular) failure.

An Analysis of 27 Reported Fatalities Immediately Following the In 
jection of a Mereurial Diuretic.

Death oceasionally occurs immediately after the injection of a mer 
curial diuretic. Neither age nor sex appeared to have any bearing upon 
such deaths in this series, but all patients had either clinieal heart or 
renal disease. In these cases, death occurred in one-half to five minutes 
after administration of the drug. Nine patients received mercupurin 
and 7 salvrgan. In 4 cases, death followed the administration of diluted 
mereurial diuretics. Twenty-one patients received more than 1 ce, im 
mediately before death and 26 were given the drug intravenously . Mer 
curial diuretics had not been previously administered intravenously to 
6 but had to 21 patients. Only 10 of these cases had previously received 
a single dose of 2 ce.

Treatment of Acute Nephritis with Anuria. (Le traitement des nephrites 
aiqdurs anurique s.) V. Th rot, R. Nebout, J. and Le 


aram, Paris. Presse méd. 57: 952-53, Oet. 1949. 


In 30 cases of acute nephritis with anuria, 7 were cured by the usual 
methods of treatment The other 23 cases were healed by peritoneal 
dialysis or exsanguination transfusion or both. Ten of these patients 
died at a time when these methods of treatment were being developed 
and when little or no heparin was available for peritoneal dialysis. Of 
the 13 patients treated later, 10 recovered and 3 died. Two of the fatal 
cases Were treated during a period of anuria oceurring in the course of 
subacute nephritis with hypertension, in which condition the indication 
for these methods of treatment is not so definite as in acute cases. In 
the 10 patients who recovered, the acute nephritis was due to mereurial 
poisoning in 3 cases and to infection with clostridiam perfringens in 4 


CUSES 


In 9 of the 10 cases the anuria had persisted for more than ten 
days. In4of these cases peritoneal dialysis alone was employed, and in 
6 cases both dialysis and exsanguination transfusion were employed. 
In a footnote, it is stated that since this report was prepared, 10 other 
cases of severe acute nephritis with anuria have been treated with a 
combination of peritoneal dialysis and exsanguination transfusion. 
Five of these patients recovered after a period of anuria varying from 
twelve to nineteen days. In the 5 fatal cases, 2 were complicated bey

\ Review of Five Cases of Pancreatic Disease. Theodore S. Hemekin, 
William Moeckel, J. DeGerome and Allison Te are, Bloomfield, N. J. 
Rev. Gastroenterol. 16: 716-20, Sept. 1949. 


Observations upon o different types of pancreatic disease are re 
ported, with brief descriptions of illustrative cases. The first is caleifi- 
cation of the pancreas, Review of the literature showed only 18 cases 
reported before the end of 1942. The diagnosis Wits formerly usually 
ade at autopsy but has recently been made through roentgen study or 
exploratory operation. An illustrative ease is described in a 40-year 
old man who had aeute, continuous, midepigastrie pain and severe 
vomiting, An exploratory laparotomy revealed the pancreas as hard, 
ndurated and ealearious. There were no uleers or free fluid. The 
serum amylase Was 676 mg. per 100 ce. following the operation and 78 
tig. per L0Qeec. five weeks later. He was placed on a diet after operation 
and only had occasional pain during the next two vears, usually after 
dietary indiseretion 

Carcinoma of the pancreas is found in about 1°) of all hospital ad 
nissions. The delay in diagnosis is usually a result of unreliable 
aboratory tests and difficulties in examination of the organ. It should 
be suspected in patients having constant, dull epigastrie pain, loss of 
appetite and weight. Jaundice is an occasional late symptom but emo

Seizures lasted from one hour to three weeks at 
a frequeney varying from five a week to one every six weeks, While in 
about a fifth of the cases calcification was noted a vear after the onset 
of seizures, in another fifth calcification was not noted until eleven to 
twenty-two vears after.

The Variable Clinical Manifestations of Sickle Cell Anemia. William 
H. Higgs, Jr. and Elam C. Toone, Jr., Medical College of Virginia, 
Richmond, Va. Virginia M. Month. 76: 400-4, Aug. 1949. 


The case records of 92 cases of sickle cell anemia are reviewed. This 
disease may simulate pathology of any of the body systems. In this 
series, the symptoms of 47 patients were referred to the skeletal system, 
42 to the cardiovascular, and 35 to the gastrointestinal tract. Genitouri 
nary sv¥mptoms were present in 19, jaundice in 21, symptoms of rheuma 
tic fever in 1S, respiratory symptoms in 14, symptoms of systemic in 
fections in 14 abnormal obstetrical conditions in & patients. Central 
nervous system symptoms were present in 18 cases. Many diagnoses 
were made, such as tularemia, typhoid fever, meningitis, ete. The eardi 
ovascular symptoms in this series were especially marked. The heart 
in sickle and other severe anemias becomes dilated and later perma 
nently hypertrophied if the anemia is not corrected. The urinary speci 
fie gravity Was almost universally low, 1.006 to 1.016, indicating tubular 
damage. Pregnant women with sickle cell anemia almost always abort. 

Sickle cell anemia can only be diagnosed by special blood studies. 
\ moderately thick peripheral blood smear is made on a cover slip, in 
verted on a slide and rimmed with vaseline. Sickling changes require 
from two to six and yx rhapes twenty-four hours for development. The 
process may be expedited by incubation or placing the slide in a CO, 
‘ hamiber Si kling COTMMCHCEeS Us i thickening of one side and thinning 
of the other side of the red cell. The cell increases in diameter and 
assumes a bizarre, curved appearance with elongated and pointed fila

A Case of Severe Anemia Treated with Methionine. (l'n cas d'anému 
grave traitee par la methionme.) H, Bernard, A, Grajdos and P. 
Rambert, Hétel-Dieun, Paris. Presse méd. 57: 885-86, Oct. 8, 1949, 


This was a case of severe anemia, nearly normochromie but with a 
slight tendency to hyperchromia, in which severe asthenia was the chief 
symptom. No eause for the anemia could be found. Sternal puncture 
showed no megaloblasts in the bone marrow, eliminating the diagnosis 
of pernicious anemia. Liver therapy, however, was employed but was 
not effective in correcting the anemia. Methionine was then given in a 
daily dosage of 3 Gm. This resulted in a rapid rise in red cell count 
and hemoglobin and relief of the asthenia. Later iron was used with 
the methionine with further improvement. 14 references, 1 figure. 


Leukocyte Counts in the Prevention of Drug Agranulocytosis. C. J. 
Young, Bradford, England. Brit. M. J. 4621: 261-3, July 30, 1949. 


The object of this paper is to show that the carrying out of leuko 
eyte counts during the administration of drugs which tend to suppress 
granulocytes neither prevents agranulocytosis nor reduces case mor 
tality, and is therefore a waste of time. 

Evidence is quoted that when a leukopenia is due to an imminent 
agranulocytosis, the latter will follow whether the drug is stopped or 
not. In addition, leukopenias which do not proceed to agranulocytosis 
are common during treatment. Lf therefore a leukopenia is to used as 
an indication for stopping treatment, it not only appears to be an un 
reliable indicator, but may be so misleading as to result in patients be 
ing unnecessarily deprived of treatment. In a series of sulphonamide 
cases, no significant difference was found in mortality rates between 
those having leukocyte counts during treatment and those who did not, 
cases are quoted in which serial counts have signally failed to avert a 
fatal outcome 

The evidence indicates that drug agranulocytosis is inaugurated in 
the marrow, granulocyte production ceasing at the earliest stage, but 
the marrow granuloevtes already formed continue to mature and so sus 
tain the nurnbe rs in the peripheral blood for macotria’ days; the informa 
tion wiven by the latter is therefore too late for prophylaxis. It is 
recommended that no reliance be placed on leukoeyte counts, as they are 
not only a waste of time but may give rise to a misgnided sense of se 
curity which may prevent the adoption of more useful measures. These 
are briefly mentioned. Author's abstract. 
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Case 4. A 56-year-old male had polveythemia vera with the findings 
of a very florid complexion and marked splenomegaly, 7.3 million red 
cells and hematocrit of 73°¢. He disappeared until two vears later 
when seen with a brief terminal illness marked by renal failure. Ne 
cropsy revealed multiple myeloma, 

One can only speculate upon the possible relation between poly- 
eythemia and myeloma in these cases. It is possible that the proliferat. 
ing cells of both the red cell and myeloma series originate from the 
same stem cell with certain factors, unknown at present, determining 
the predominant type of cell produced. The myeloma may also have a 
relation to polyeythemia comparable to that of leukemia where the lat 
ter often follows or complicates polvey themia vera, The lack of a favor 
able symptomatic response of the polveythemia to radioactive phos 
phorus in Case 1 suggests the importance of looking for other diseases 
in polveythemia patients who do net respond well to therapy. In Case 
2, the patient has shown no symptoms which can be definitely attributed 
to the myeloma for 1 vear since its discovery. This indicates that mye 
loma can be present in a latent state about which little is known, 
Author's abstract. 


Myeloid Leukemias and Pseudo-Leukemias: Osteosclerosis and Myelo 
fibrosis. Differential Diagnosis by Puncture of the Spleen. (Leu 
comics muyeloides et pse udo-leucémies: ostéoscleroses et myelofi 
hroses Leur diagnostic différenticel par la ponction de la rate.)

Although osteosclerosis, mvelosclerosis and myelofibrosis are dif 
ferent entities, etiologically distinct in their advanced stages any of 
them may result in a reduction of the active mass of the bone marrow. 


This often results in extramedullary hematopoiesis, especially in. the 


spleen, with resulting enlargement of the spleen and the appearance in 
the « irculating bloc ol mi eloid cells The blood pieture associated with 
the splenomegaly may suggest the diagnosis of myeloid leukemia. Dif 
ferential diagnosis can best be made by puncture of the spleen and 
biopsy. If the biopsy smears from the spleen show lymphoeytes pre 
dominating (above 50° ) and the percentage of myelocytes is relatively 
low, the diagnosis of COMpensatory splenomegaly secondary to osteo 
rosis, mive losclerosis o1 mvelofibrosis is indicated. In myeloid leu 
kemia, when no treatment has been given recently, the lvinphoeytes in 
the smears from the sples n are reduced to 5 to 30% " and the mveloid 
cells predominate, the normal lymphatic structure of the spleen berg 
almost entire ly destroved by the mveloid proliferation. Differential 
diagnosis is important, as splenomegaly secondary to sclerotic destruc 


tion of the bone marrow is a COMPeHsalory process, and treatment with 
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both this and surgery have produced presumptive cures lasting ten to 
seventeen vears in lymphosarcoma. 

Tables are presented showing results obtained by treatment in both 
ly Inphosarcoma and Hodgkin's disease. Results indicate that there may 
be two clinical varieties of these diseases with the same histopathologi 
cal appearance but different courses. In the most common variety, the 
disease is widespread when first discovered or shortly afterwards. 
Treatment has been unsuccessful in all cases, the disease being fatal in 
five vears or less after onset. The other variety seems of focal origin 
and sometimes vemains confined to the original site or adjacent tissues 
for an indefinite period. Practically all cases of long survival belong to 
the latter group.

(‘o- Existent Hodgkin's Disease and Kaposi's Sarcoma. Report of a 
Case with Unusual Clinieal Features. Raphael H. Greenstein and 
Alfred S. Conston, Philadelphia, Pa. Am. J. M. Se, 218: 384-88, Oet. 
1949. 


No previous complete report of Hodgkin's disease associated with 
Kaposi's sarcoma has been reported in the medical literature. It is 
the contention of the authors that perhaps this association has been 
overlooked and they have found two passing references by other 
workers of the association of these two conditions. The chief impor 
tance of the co-existence of these two diseases in one patient would be 
evidence of the thesis held by some pathologists that all the lympho 
blastomata are variants of the same process. In this connection it is 
pointed out that some pathologists have considered Kaposi's Sarcoma 
as a Variant of the lymphoblastomatas with skin lesions related to those 
of Hodgkin's disease and mycosis fungoides. Another interesting fea 
ture of the authors’ patient was that in one short stage of his illness he 
had a blood picture that could have been diagnosed as leukemia. 

Nitrogen Mustard therapy was effective in their patient when he had 
a severe neutropenia (1000 total white cell count with 5° neutrophiles). 
It is their contention that lenkopenia is not a contra-indication to Nitro 
ven Mustard therapy in Hodgkin's disease. It was also noted that

When organ homogenates were injected into rats with a high 
degree of liver cell damage produced by carbon tetrachloride, a con 
siderable drop of the platelet count was consistently produced. The 
same organ suspensions did not reduce the platelet count of normal 
animals. Neither penicillin (used for 


prevention of infection) nor 
carbon tetrachloride by themselves influenced the platelet levels. No 
changes in the red or the white cell counts were observed. 

4. Two normal human spleens, seven spleens from patients with 
thrombocytopenic purpura (idiopathic and symptomatic), and seven 
spleens from patients without any thromboeyvtopenia, but with other 
hematolowic disorders, were tested. All these organs contained throm 
hocvytopen in approximately similar concentrations.

Clinical Studies on the Use of Nitrogen Mustard. (Osservazioni clin 
sull’uso dell’ azoiprite.)

The results of nitrogen mustard therapy were observed in 11 cases 
of acute malignant Ivinphogranuloma and acute reticuloendotheliosis, 


In 7 cases malignancy was verified by biopsy specimens, there was one 
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exert any effect on the cortex. For this reason injections were admin 
istered every 4 hours. The result was striking. In less than 48 hours, 
the general condition was greatly improved, the cyanosis, dyspnea and 
fever had all subsided. These symptoms then disappeared and the 
blood eosinophiles fell from $6% to a subnormal level. After 3 days, 
the roenteenogram of the lungs, whieh had previously showed an ex 
tensive, bilateral parenchymatous infiltration, showed practically normal 
conditions.

The effects of benadryl and antistine on cardiac and skeletal muscle 
and ganglionic transmission, and of benadryl on histamine induced 
vastrie acidity are described. Both benadryl and antistine are local 
anesthetics. Tests of their strength in relation to procaine by the 
intracutaneous Weal method in guinea-pigs showed a linear relationship, 
slopes of the lines tor procaine, benadryl and antistine being approxi 
trate ly parallel for the closes employed This did not occur when higher 
antistine or lower benadryl concentrations were used At dose levels 
where ov per cent of «kin reactions were prey ented, benadryl was found 
-? and antistine 2.3 times as potent as procaine Both benadryl and 
antistine have an atropine-like action, antagonizing certain actions of 
wetvicholine, preventing its stimulating effect on the isolated intestine 
and reducing its depre ssant action on the isolated rabbit's auricles. 

Tests of the quinidine like action of benadryl and antistine on elee 
trieally stimulate al, isolated rabbit's auricles showed a decreased maxi 
nal rate of response to stimulation \ linear relationship between the 
percentage decrease in tuaximal rate and the logarithm of concentration 
wax found for both these substances. They were each about twice as 
wtive as quinidine. Investigations of their antagonism to the action 


of acetvieholine on skeletal musele were made on a strip from the frog's 
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R.P.), the hydrochloride of dimethyl-amino—2 propyl-1 phenothiazine, 
vielded most promising results. A dose of 25 mg. daily will suffice in 
most cases, although double or even triple this dose was required in 
some instances. A tablet of 25 mg. is administered before retiring at 
night, so that by morning very little of the soporifie effect remains. The 
therapeutic effect persists for 10 to 24 hours. In some cases it may be 
necessary to administer a tablet night and morning, and oceasionally 
for rapid relief of symptoms, intramuscular injection is used for the 
initial dose, and then followed by oral administration of the drug 

Very good results were obtained with phenergan in cases of serum 
disease, urticaria (exeept when due to paraphenyldiamine), hay fever, 
angioneurotic edema, and pruritus. The effect in eczema and asthma 
was very irregular. Although attacks in cases of asthma having posi 
tive skin reactions often responded, the allergy was not cured. In in 
trinsic asthma of predominantly infectious character, failure was the 
rule. In spite of the current opinion that synthetic antihistamine has 
little value in the treatment of migraine and headaches, some very good 
results were obtained in these cases with phenergan. A few palliative 
effects were reported in some instances of herpes zoster and dematous 
gastritis 

Phenergan caused ne vastric disturbance or blood change. Somno 
lence Was relatively frequent, but this disadvantage was counteracted 
by administering the tablet before retiring. The effeet of phenergan is 
more prolonged than that of other synthetic antihistamine prepara 
tions, and it is attributed te an action on capillary permeability. 33

\ case of this rare disease is reported in a 29-year-old man admitted 


to hospital in diabetic acidosis with coma, His diabetes had been dis 
covered a little over two vears previously, He had been doing well on 
diet and 30 units of protamine zine insulin but had been off both diet 
and insulin for two weeks before admission. Examination showed 
the liver below the right ribs. Blood pressure Was 110-70. 
Urinalysis showed 4 plus sugar and acetone, granular casts and occa 
sional red blood cells. Blood sugar was 230 mg. per cent and blood 
cholesterol 1250 mg. per cent. Erythrocytes were 2,700,000, A sample 


of blood had a creamy appearance. The fund) presented a light salmon 


colored, waxy appearance. The blood vessels appeared dilated and 
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if not more than 150 Gm. of carbohydrates are taken daily, one-fifth be 
ing given for breakfast and two-fifths for lunch and supper respectively, 
\ vlass of milk and one or two erackers or a slice of bread are given 
at bedtime. This insulin is stable and permits the patient to begin the 
day with a normal blood sugar. Dietary adjustments are essential after 


high carbohwdrate meals however because increased dosage produces 


unpleasant and even dangerous nocturnal hypoglycemia which is diffi 
cult to detect and treat. 

Globin insulin with zine is effeetive within one or two hours of injee 
tion with a peak between five and ten hours afterwards and a total dura 
tion of eighteen to twenty hours. Carbohydrates should be taken as 
with protamine zine insulin but, as hypoglycemic reactions occur in 
early and middle afternoon, a glass of milk and crackers or bread should 
he given at that time. It is especially useful for patients whose blood 
sugar only rises after eating and not after fasting. It is a valuable 
supplement to protamine zine insulin for patients requiring an addi 
tional daytime dose, 

Insulin mixtures and modifications were developed in endeavor to 
overcome the variations in activity of the different individual insulin 
preparations. Protamine zine insulin is mixed with regular insulin, 
usually in proportions of 2:1 or 3:1. The insulins are mixed in one 
svringe daily immediately before injection, patients being carefully in 
structed in making their own mixtures. Preparations of the same manu 
facturer and containing SO units per centimeter should be used to keep 
conditions constant and minimize the volume injected. The mixtures 
have a rapid and intense action whieh controls post prandial hyper 
giveemia and glycosuria without causing hypoglycemia between meals. 
Their action is sufficiently prolonged to control nocturnal blood sugar 
without producing hypoglycemic reactions and permit the overlapping 
effect essential for adequate control. Only a single daily injection is 
required, dietary readjustments are unnecessary and hypoglycemic 
reactions infrequent.

The clinical picture of thyrotoxico- 
sis is not directly related to the amount of thyroid activity. The pat 
tern of radioiodine excretion in a thyrotoxic patient therefore indicates 
the degree ot this roid activ ity and not necessarily, the clinieal state. 
This investigation showed that the estimation of urinary excretion 
of orally -administered radioactive iodine by measurement of excretion 
in combined samples of urine collected 6 to 24 hours after administra 
tion of the dose can be made sufficiently simple and safe to warrant its 
routine use and is a valuable diagnostic test for thyrotoxicosis, A maxi 
mum dose of 10 microcuries is recommended. Keating's method of 
plotting the urinary exeretion curve and derivation of the thyroid-rate 
factor better differentiates the thyrotoxic from the normal person and 
enables a better estimation of the amount of overactivity than is ob 
tained by measurement of a combined sample.

A Study of Factors A ffecting the Prognosis of Cerebral Vascular Acci- 
dent E.C. Tennent and J. W. Harman, Madison, Wis. Am. J. M. 
Se. JUS: 361-68, Oct. 1949. 


The pattern of behavior manifested by a series of spontaneous, acute, 
cerebral vascular accidents was studied to appraise the feasibility of 
formulating adequate prognostic criteria.

Conclusions: (1) Toxie psychosis on a nutritional basis may oceur 
without any physical signs of vitamin deficiency. (2) If nicotinamide 
the raps is started Immediately after the onset of the psychosis and ade 
quate diet restored, the response may be very rapid and dramatic. (3) 
In cases of longer duration, response to nicotinamide reas be slow or 
even not occur until adequate and normal liver metabolism is restored 
and reeovery may occur only after three or four month’s treatment. 
(4) Several patients recovered on general measures aimed at restora 
tion of liver function withont massive doses of nicotinamide, (5) All 
of our severe cases of long standing showed an accompanying liver in 
sufficiency, and it was only after the improvement in the liver function 
that the patient’s mental functions were restored to normal. (6) In 
depressed patients with an accompanying nutritional deficiency, electric 
shock treatment is of no value until after the nutritional deficiency has 
been adequate ly corrected.
